WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation deems it necessary to borrow the sum of 



One Million, Five Hundred Thousand xx doMars 



to meet, until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the year; 

AND WHEREAS the total of amounts previously borrowed under Section 189 of the Municipal Act that 

have net been repaid is . . P 

dollars. 



AND WHEREAS the amount of the estimated revenues of the Corporation as set out in the estimates 

adopted for the current year and not yet collected (or, if the same have not yet been adopted, the amount of the 
estimated revenues of the Corporation as set forth in the estimates adopted for the next preceding year) 

is Five Million, Three Hundred and Twenty-Six Thousand, doMars . 
Nine Hundred and Fifty-Five DOLLARS. 

AND WHEREAS the amount to be borrowed under this by law and the amounts of borrowings that have 
not been repaid does not in the aggregate exceed 70% of the uncollected balance of the estimated revenues of 
the Corporation as set out above. 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the said Council as follows: 

(11 The Head and the Treasurer of the Corporation are hereby authorized on behalf of the Corporation to 
borrow from time to time, by way of promissory note, from Bank of Montreal, a sum or sums not exceeding in 

One Million, Five Hundred Thousand xx^ 

the aggregate T-frfl c ' " ars 

to meet, until the taxes are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the year, including the 
amounts required for the purposes mentioned in subsection (1) of the said Section 189, and to give, on behalf of 
the Corporation, to the Bank a promissory note or notes, sealed with the corporate seal and signed by them for 

the moneys so borrowed with interest at a rate not exceeding per centum per annum, which may be 

paid in advance or otherwise. 



(2) All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 
189, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 
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(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and any previous years, from the said 
Bank for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 189, together with interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected or received on account or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the current year 
and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or received from any other source, which may lawfully be 
applied for such purpose.

The purpose of By-Law Number 788-89 is to rezone property 
located In part of the south half of Lot 4, Concession 8 
(B I and ford) , Townsh lp of Blandford-Bienhelm, from 'Genera I 
Agricultural Zone (A2)' to 'Agricultural Industrial Zone (M6)' 
to permit the Installation of a compressor used to boost the 
pressure of natural gas from nearby gas wells for entry into a 
Union Gas Limited transmission line. The lot to be zoned covers 
an area of 2,048 sq . m (22,045 sq . ft.) and is located on lands 
owned by Wl I I iam i I les.

Being a By-law to amend By-law Number 465-82, being a By-law 
requiring the licensing of dogs and for imposing a license fee 
on the owners of them and for regulating the running at large 
of dogs within the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council deems it desirable to employ a 
Dog Licensing Officer to collect the applicable license fees and 
issue the appropriate Dog Tags. 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it desirable to increase the 
applicable license fees to recognize the costs involved. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of The Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That Section 2.1 and 2.2 to By-law Number 465-82, is hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefore: 

1.1 Every owner of a dog or dogs in the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim immediately upon becoming such owner 
shall cause such dog or dogs to be licensed. The Dog 
Licensing Officer shall call on every residence within 
the municipality between the period of January 1st until 
April 30th of each year to issue the required license. 
Commencing May 1st and continuing for the remainder of 
the current year, dog licenses shall be available at the 
Office of the Tax Collector. All Kennel licenses shall 
be issued at the Office of the Tax Collector. 

1.2 The license fee applicable thereto which is hereby 
imposed on such owner is as follows: 



1.2.1 For every dog

The purpose of By-Law Number 792-88 is to rezone property 
located on the north side of Albert Street (County Road No. 8) 
and west of Hofstetter Road, being part of Lot 17, Concession 13 
(Blenheim), Township of B landford-B lenheim, from 'Restricted 
Agr icul tural Zone (A1 ) ' to 'Res I dent lal Type 1 Zone (R1 ) ' . The 
lot to be zoned was approved for severance by the Land Division 
Committee at their meeting of October 25, 1988. The subject 
property covers an 1,208 sq. m (13,000 sq. ft.) and is owned by 
Cebran Farms Inc. The zone change will allow the development of 
the lot for a single-family residential dwelling.

Being a By-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the year 
1989. 



The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 159 and 
amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to levy 
an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real property 
and business assessment according to the last revised assessment 
roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all real property and business assessments respectively for 
public school supporters. 

The 1988 Residential Public Mill Rate was 287.72; and the 
1988 Business Public Mill Rate was 338.49. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted . 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 105 Mills shall be imposed on all 

residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 123 Mills shall be imposed on all 

commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 123 Mills shall be imposed on all 

business assessments. 

4. Local Improvement charges commening in 1989 for municipal 
drain and tile drainage debentures shall have 1/3 of the 
total due for the year placed on the interim tax bill. 
All other Local Improvement charges that were placed on 
the interim bill in previous years shall continue to be 
charged. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one Payment) on or 
before March 23rd, 1989. 

6. By-law Number 743-88, enacted the 17th day of February, 1988, 
is hereby repealed.

TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

BY-LAW NUMBER 821-89 



Being a By-law to amend By-law Number 506-83, as amended, 
being a By-law to appoint certain Municipal Officials. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim deems it advisable to amend By-law 
Number 506-83, as amended. 

AND WHEREAS Council enacted By-law Number 805-89 on the 7th 
day of June, 1989, being a By-law to amend By-law Number 506-83, to 
appoint Mr. Allan Campbell as the Township's Chief Building Official 
Drainage Commissioner and Chief By-law Enforcement Officer, 
effective June 12th, 1989. 

AND WHEREAS Council enacted By-law Number 797-89 on the 1st 
day of March, 1989, being a By-law to appoint the Engineering 
firm of K. Smart Associates Limited, Kitchener, Ontario, to serve 
as Drainage Superintendent for the municipality, effective March 
6th, 1989, replacing the previous Drainage Superintendent, Mr, 
Douglas Bergman, who tendered his resignation effective March 
3rd, 1989. 

AND WHEREAS the Ministry of Agriculture and Food in a letter 
dated November 15th, 1989, advised that Mr. Allan Campbell has 
successfully completed a written examination for Drainage 
Superintendents, therefore the Municipal Council may appoint 
Mr. Allan Campbell, by by-law, to serve as the Drainage Super- 
intendent for the Township of Blandf ord-Blenheim. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of the Township 
of Blandf ord-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. That Section 4 to By-law Number 506-83, as amended, is hereby 
deleted and the following section is hereby substituted. 

1.1 "Section 4" That Allan Campbell is hereby appointed 

Chief Building Official, pursuant to 
Section 3 (2) of The Building Code Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
Chapter 51; Chief By-law Enforcement Officer, pursuant 
to Section 208 (45) of The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
Chapter 302; and effective December 16th, 1989, Drainage 
Superintendent, pursuant to Section 93 (1) of The 
Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 126. 

2. By-law Number 797-89, enacted the 1st day of March, 1989, 
is hereby repealed, effective December 16th, 1989. 

3. By-law Number 805-89, enacted the 7th day of June, 1989, 
is hereby repealed, effective December 16th, 1989. 

By-law READ a FIRST and SECOND time this 6th day of December, 1989, 

By-law READ a THIRD time and ENACTED in Open Council this 6th 
day of December , 1989 ■
